If it can BOt be thus obtained 
make a shampoo of the following 
ingredients: One ouuce of green 
aoap, one tableapooa of powdered 
boras, the white of an egg, and a 
pint of very warm water. Dis- 
solve t^O M«« t« tba egg, beating 
llillttlyi put the soap into a bottle, 
pdd the hot water, and ahake well; 
then add the egg and borax, and 
•hake until all is well blended. 
This ia the receipt of a famous 
phyaiciaa, and is the least expen- 
.aive shampoo that can be had. A 
little perfume may be considered 
an agraeable addition. 

Once a mor.lh is as often as the 
hair should be washed. I am 
afr*ff tMt dgatofa often ptaaeriba 
more frequent shsmpooing, but ob- 
lervalion and experience both show 
me the mistake of much washing. 
Aftt-r the shampoo treat the head 
to a thorough rubbing with some 
loaic, to aid tba procati.

On 
November 28 he passed out of it 
with only three of his tive vessela 
left, aod found himself aad hia ra- 
joicine crews in the Pacific. He 
felt that he had succeeded, but he 
miacalculaled the vast extaal oi 
the new ocean; and sailing on for 
days and days in some fashion 
missed the countlesa ialand oi the 
Pacific, and did not see land until 
he reached the little group which 
he called the Ladrones, because 
the inhabitants stole a boat from 
him. There he lingered a short 
time either at Rota or in the cu- 
rious harbor of Gualian. Prom the 
Ladrones, which were discovered 
March 6, 1521, the weary voyage 
was continued until a new archi- 
pelago was reached, on the fifth 
Sunday in Lent. Gradually tha 
magnitude of this new discovery 
became apparent, and Magellan 
named tbe new group in honor of 
St. Lazarus, on whose day it was 
discovered. They landed on Min- 
danao, made their way to Cebu, 
flattered themselves that they had 
converted and subdued the inhab- 
itanta, nnd then bec6ming involved 
in a tribal war, Magellan waa 
killed, ^nd his chosen succeaaor, 
Serrano, was left behind lo death 
and t(:rture. Two ships escaped, 
one going east, and one, the Vic- 
toria, under Elcano, whicb left 
Timor on February 11, tailing atill 
to the westward. On September 
6, 1522, after many hardships and 
perils, the Victoria reached Spain 
and a great voyage, tha firat which 
circled the globe, second only to 
that of Columbus in conception, 
and beyond all in the daring dia- 
played and the distance travariadi 
cam3 to an end.

While mudi gratuitooe. but no 

doubt well-meant advice has been 
given the Southern farmer regard- 
ing the dhrerailkMiA el crops, 
particular stress has been laid upon 
the deeirabtlity of his producing 
his own end hie cattle'e food in- 
stead of buying it in the West 
With cotton aelliog aaUdtd last 
autumn, at the loweet price on 
record, this advice has of late 
become even more pointed. One 
the Uteak UMMMee4 eontribu 
tionetothis class of literAturc 11 
now in preparation by the United 
Statei Department of Agriculture, 
entitled "Cowpeaa," prepared by 
Mr. Jared G. Smith, AssisUnt Ag- 
rottologist of the department. This 
bulletin aaya that the South has as 
great sn abundenoc of varieties of 
grasses and legnroinoiie forage 
plants as any other section. There 
is, pcrhapa, greater need for the cul 
tivatioa of ieguminoua crops than 
in the North. ThO aoila are more 
liable to the rapid exhaustion of 
the available plant foods, because 
the washing of soluble lalta goes 
on all the year. Soila can be most 
profitably built up by increeaing 
the quantity of organic matter in 
them, and the quickest and cheap 
est way of doing this is by grow 
ing leguminous forage eropa and 
feeding them on the (arm, return- 
ing all the manure to the land. 
The cowpca is to the South what 
alfalfa is to the West and red clover 
to the North— a forage plant well 
adapted to the region. The cow- 
pea has been cultivated in the 
South for at leaat one hundred fifty 
yeara. The bulletin alio deacribes 
the varietiee of the plant, ito power 
of increasing the fertility of the 
soil upon which it grows, and says 
there is no (oiage plant better 
adapted to the needa and condi 
tions of Southern agriculture than 
this rank-growing little annual. 
The feeding value o( the cowpea 
is very high, and the quality of 
the pork rained 00 it ia fine*

A num- 
ber of the companies affected tele- 
graphed their aRcnts at once to ac- 
cept no more business in the coun- 
ty, aad one company iaatrticted its 
agents at Madisonville to write no 
business unless at doubled the 
present rates. Madiaonville insur- 
ance men are of opinion that if the 
companies withdraw, and the 
present rate agreement is broken, 
insurance in that place will be sold 
at higher rates in the future with 
open competition than is now 
charged'under the agreement. The 
local insurance men have been able 
to have ratea made there baaed on 
a water supply and fire protection 
that the town does not possess. Fire 
insurance bai aot hiiti written 
at such low rates for maajT. faaia aa 
are at present charged.
